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Crop  Prospects. 

The  total  winter  wheat  acreage  sown  as  reported  to  date  for  15  countries, 
amounts  to  12S,C55,C00  acres,,  an  increase  of  one  per  cent  over  the  winter  //heat 
area  of  the  same  countries  for  last  year,   vhich  amounted  to  126,712,000.  acres  or 
about  60  per  cent  of  the  total  world's  //heat  area,  both  winter  and  spring. 

Conditions  of  the  winter  grain  crops  in  Europe  and  North  Africa  are 
generally  satisfactory.     Recent  frosts  and  snow  in  Germany  and  cold  weather 
in  Italy  have  retarded  the  growth  of  the  winter  grains  which,  had  "been  too 
forward.     The  wheat  crop  of  Spain  Improved  during  the  latter  part  of  February 
as  a  result  of  general  rains.     In  the  Aragon  district,  however,  the  drought  has 
not  been  broken  and  it  has  been  commercially  estimated  that  the  hard  wheat  crop 
of  that  region  will  be  reduced  by  50  per  cent.     The  crops  of  France  are  reported 
to  be  satisfactory.    Fo  changes  have  been  reported  from  southeastern  Europe. 

The  Argentina  corn  crop,  has  improved  somewhat  but  commercial  estimates 
of  the  yield  are  still  very  low. 

The  sugar  cane  crop  of  the  Argentina  province  of  Tucoman    is  very  promis- 
ing, having  benefited  by  heavy  rain  storms  alternating  with  hot  weather. 

The  rice  cro-p  planted  in  Ecuador  is  unusually  large  and  premises  the 
heaviest  harvest  known. 

Cotton  Reports. 

The  cotton  crop  of  Brazil  for  this  season  is  553 > 00°  bales  of  U78  pounds 
net,  according  to  a  cabled  report  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture. 
This  is  a  reduction  of  10  per  cent  from  the  production  of  1921-22,  but  an  in- 
crease of  more  than  JO  per  cent  ever  the  average  production  for  the  pre-war 
period  I909-IO  to  1913-lU. 

Reports  of  the  Sudan  cotton  crop  are  very  favorable,  according  to  the 
same  cable. 

The  young  cotton  plants  in  the  Transvaal  were  in  promising  condition  up 
to  the  end  of  January.    With  a  continuance  of  satisfactory  weather  a  record  crop 
ia  anticipated. 
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Production,  Trade  and  Price  Notes. 


The  wheat  production  of  New  Zealand  for  1 922-23  is  3,500,000  "bushels 
according  to  a  preliminary  official  estimate,  which  is  2,100,000  "bushels 
less  than  the  actual  production  of  last  year. 

The  New  Zealand  oats  production  is  estimated  to  amount  to  5,000,000 
bushels  this  year  as  compared  with  6,752,663  "bushels  last  year. 

The  surplus  of  Argentine  wheat  available  for  export  during  the  coming 
season  is  estimated  at  about  127,330,000  bushels,  based  on  the  production 
estimate  as  revised  February  17.     This  surplus  is  14, 942,000  bushels,  or 
12  per  cent  less  than  the  estimated  surplus  of  last  year. 

The  area  s own  to  wheat  in  India  this  year  is  now  estimated  at 
30,032,000  acres,  an  increase  of  521,000  acres  over  the  previous  estimate 
and  an  increase  of  1,792,000  acres  over  the  final  estimate  of  1921-22, 

Exports  of  wheat  from  India  during  the  coming  season  are  expected  to 
be  larger  than  those  of  last  year,  even  though  the  crop  may  not  be  any 
larger,  due  to  the  fact  that  this  year  India  has  a  fair  reserve  on  hand 
whereas  at  the  beginning  of  last  year  her  bins  were  empty. 

A  t en t at ive  export  program  for  Rus sia,  made  up  by  the  Planning 
Commission  of  the  People's  Commissariat  of  Foreign  Trade,   includes  the  ship- 
ment of  6,000,000  bushels  of  bread  grains,  18,000  short  tons  of  sugar  and 
90,000  short  tons  of  oil  cake. 

Rice  production  in  Japan  in  I922  amounted  to  19,066,694,000  pounds  as 
compared  with  17.^5,796,000  pounds  in  1921.    The  rice  carry-over  from  the 
season  of  1Q21-22  is  reported  to  be  2,286,301,000  pounds,  which,  added  to  the 
production  would  give  a  total  supply  of  21,352,995,000  pounds. 

Honey  product  ion  in  New  Zealand,   is  reported  to  have  increased  from 
1,003,940  pounds  in  I906  to  2,807,346  pounds  in  1921.     The  number  of  cases 
of  honey  graded  at  Aukland  rose  from  only  25  in  the  vear  1913"!^  *°  6,124 
in  1921-22.      Compulsory  grading  of  honey  has  been  carried  on  in  the  Aukland 
district  since  1914. 

British  prices  for  American  apples  during  the  week  ending  March  17 
displayed  seme  improvement  over  prices  for  the  previous  week.     The  season 
for  American  apples  will  be  practically  closed  within  two  weeks.  Australasian 
fruit  will  then  begin  to  arrive  on  British  markets. 

Poultry  and  Egga. 

Chickens  in  the  United  States  have  increased  19  per  cent  since  January 
1,  1920,  numbering  428,000,000  on  January  1,  I923. 
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Poultry  and  Eggs, -Cont'd. 

Chickens  in  Germany  numbered  only  53,020,000  on  December  1,  1P22,  having 
decreased  about  four  per  cent  during  the  year. 

In  Cgnada  chickens  increased  l6  per  cent  in  number  during  the  year  ending 
July  15,  1C22,   totaling  39,023,000. 

The  import  trade  in  poultry  since  the  war  has  been  pretty  evenly  divided 
between  the  United  Kingdom  and  France,  with  the  odds,  if  any,   in  favor  of  the 
United  Kingdom  as  a  consumer.     Switzerland,  standing  about  third  as  an  importer, 
maintains  her  prewar  rank  and  shows  only  slight  disturbance  in  her  trade. 
Austria,  which  was  an  exporter  from  I9C9-I9I31  shews  an  excess  import  figure  of 
1,1+32 ,-.000  pounds  in  I920  and  2,72U,CO0  pounds  in  1921 .    Before  the  war  Germany 
was  the  greatest  importer  of  poultry. 

China,  Italy,  and  France  are  the  principal  sources  of  the  poultry  supply, 
China  furnishing  from  one-third  to  three-fourths  of  the  trade.    France  is  an 
importer  of  live  poultry  and  an  exporter  of  dead  poultry. 

The  United  States  exported  approximately  3^»CO0.Q0C  dozens  of  eggs  in  the 
shell  in  both  1921  and  l°22f  the  heaviest  exports  occur ing  in  October  and  Novem- 
ber, with  an  average  of  more  than  U,500,000  dozens  for  each  of  these  months. 
Cuba  took  at  least  one-third  of  cur  total  exports,  Canada  and  Mexico,  between 
6, 000, COO  and  9 > C00, COO  dozens  each,  while  only  12  per  cent  was  sent  to  the 
United  Kingdom. 

The  United  States  imported  QgO, 000  dozens  of  ecTS  in  the  shell  during  the 
first  eleven  months  of  1922,  as  compared  with  3 » 000,000  dozens  in  the  './hole  year 
of  1921,  a  decrease  of  67  per  cent.     Imports  of  dried  and  frozen  eggs  were 
approximately  the  same  for  both  years,  or  between  l6, 000,000  and  18,000,000 
pounds,  while  the  imports  of  egg  albumen,  for  the  same  period,   increased  from 
U,600,0CC  pounds  in  1921  to  6,500,000  pounds  in  1922,  an  increase  of  kO  per  cent. 

China  and  Hongkong  supplied  between  5C  an<i  &0  Per  cent  of  the  shell  eggs 
imported  into  this  country,  between  35  and  95  Per  cent  of  the  dried  and  frozen 
eggs  and  at  least  97  Per  cent  of  the  egg  albumen. 

Normally,  Germany  and  the  United  Kingdom  import  more  eg^s  In  the  shell  than 
any  other  countries .    Japan  in  1920  imported  almost  two  and  one-half  times  as  mani- 
as in  1909-1913  an&       1921,  over  seven  and  one-half  times  as  many  as  in  1 909-1913* 
This  increase  and  the  fact  that  Germany's  post-war  imports  amount  to  only  about 
1  per  cent  of  a' pre-war  average,  placed  Japan  second  in  rank  as  an  importer  in 
1920 -and  1921. 

China,  Denmark  and  the  United  States  supplied  about  90  Per  cent  of  the 
world's  supply  of  eggs  in  1920  and  1921,  whereas  prior  to  the  war  Austria-Hungary 
furnished  more  than  50  Fer  cent. 

Of  eggs  other  than  shell  eggs,  China  furnishes  almost  the  total  supply,  both 
for  the  pre-war  period  and  in  1920  and  l°2l .    China  exported  during  1909-1913  about 
17,000,000  pounds;  Germany  imported  more  than  11,000,000  pounds  during  the  same 
period.     In  1920,  China  exported  99*000,000  pounds  and  the  United  Kingdom  and 
the  United  States  combined  took  about  83,000,000  pounds.     In  1921  the  combined 
imports  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States  amounted  to  about  65,000,000 
rounds,  which  in  round  numbers  is  the  sane  amount  that  China  exported. 

The  trend  of  wholesale  prices  of  egg  products  in  Hankow,  China,  was  generally 
upward  during  the  first  nine  months  of  1922.     In  terms  of  American  eggs  required 
to  produce  the  same  quantity  of  products,  the  prices  were  equivalent  to  approxi- 
mately 12  cents  to  19  cents  per  dozen.

The  crop  is  now  beginning  %l> 
harvested  and  tne  outlook  continues  to  be  favorable.    While  no  of faciei  * 
ttt^T  f-  ^rod^cti°n  £re  -s  yet  available,  it  is  commercially  estimated  that 
the  production  will  be  at  least  equal  to  that  of  last  year,  which  was  366,000,200 
bushels.     The  exports  from  this  crop  probably  will  be  larger  than  the  amount 
exportea  from  the  crop  of  1922.     India  now  has  on  hand  the  usual  reserves  where- 
as at  the  beginning  of  last  year  tnese  reserves  were  .ruch  depleted  on  account 
of  the  very  short  crop  of  1921. 
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RICE  PRODUCTION  IN  JAPaN  IN  1922. 

According  to  final  government  statistics,  which  have  just  "been 
published  the  actual  yield  of  rice  in  Japan  during  1922  amounted  to 
19,066,694,000  -pounds  as  compared  with  17 ,'335, 796 ,000  pounds  in  1921  or 
an  increase  of  1,730,898,000  pounds.     The  average  production  for  the 
years  1903  to  1913  was  14,008,517,000  pounds.

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HONEY  PRODUCTION  IN  HE7  ZEALAND. 

Honey  production  is  one  of  the  minor  rural  industries  which  is 
rapidly  e.vpanding.  in  the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand  and  particularly  in  the 
Aukland  province.    The  real  prosperity  of  the  industry  "begun  in  I906 
with  the  passing  of  the  Apiaries  Act  which  prohibited  the  use  of  box 
hives  ETjd  compelled  the  "bee  keepers  to  keep  their  apiaries  free  from 
dis  ;ass,    She  effect  of  this    was  to'  decrease  the  number  of  amateur 
owners  but  to  encourage  prof  es  si  onal' beekeepers  who  found  it  profitable 
to  extend  their  operations;    In  I906    it  was  estimated  that  there  were 
in  the' Dominion  15,396  bee  keepers  with  74,341  hives  producing  1,003,940 
pounds  a£  honey.    A  similar  estimate 'in  I92I  showed  8,426  beekeepers 
possessing  S5,s6l  hives  from  which  were  produced  2,807, 3U6  pounds  of 
honey.    Thus  in  15  years  with  the  number  of  beekeepers  reduced  by  nearly 
half,  there  is  an  increase  -of  11, COO  in  the  number  of  hives  and  a  produc- 
tion nearly  three  times  as  great  'as  the  former  one. 

Of  the  total  of  8,42-6  apiaries'  in  the'  nine  provincial  districts 
of  the  Dominion  in  1921,  2,269  are  situated  in  the  Aukland  District. 
Since  1914    compulsory  grading  of  honey  has  been  carried  on  in  Aukland 
by  the  Government-  and  this  has  done  much  to  place  the  export  business 
in  a  satisfactory  position.'  The  steady  but  substantial  growth  of  the 
honey  production  of-  this  district  is  shown  in  the  fo Having  table.

The  increase  in  the  production  of  honey  made  necessary  the  develop- 
ment of  different  methods  of  marketing.    As -a  result  of  this,  a  cooperative 
association  including  95  per  cent  of  the  commercial  beekeepers  of  the 
dominion  was  formed.    A  system  similar  to  the  pooling  system  was  adopted 
for  marketing  the*  honey  exported.    The  honey  marketed  in  Great  Britain  is 
under  the  control  of  the  association  until  it  reaches  the  consumer.  The 
neadajiarters'  of  the  Association  are  at  Aukland  and  from  this  port  is 
shipped  the  bull:  of  honey  exported  from  the  Dominion.

The  above  price  table  cannot  be  taken  as  a  strict  criterion  of  the  relative 
value  of  eggs  from  one  country  as  compared  with  eggs  from  another  country.  The  egg 
seasons  in  different  climates  naturally  vary  so  that  some  prices  may  represent 
quotations  on  cold  storage  eggs  while  others  may  be  quotations  on  strictly  fresh 
eggs.     Moreover,  distance  is  also  an  important  item  in  the  selling  price  of  eggs. 
Eggs  coning  from  a  more  distant  source  usually  selling  at  a  lower  figure  than  eggs 
that  come  from  nearby  sources. 

These  prices  indicate,  however,  that  Great  Britain  offers  a  market  for  eggs 
from  all  parts  of  the  world.     As  a  matter  of  fact  the  United  Kingdom  is  the  world's 
largest  egg  market.     This  does  not  rr.ean  that  the  per  capita  consumption  of  eggs 
in  that  country  is  any  larger  than  in  any  other  country  but  that  more  eggs  are  im- 
ported by  the  United  Kingdom  than  by  any  other  country.   Imports  during  1922  amounted 
to  136,616,710  dozen  as  compared  with  105,305,040  dozen  in  1921.     The  total  value  of 
the  British  egg  imports  during  1922  was  M-1,,301 , 652  which  at  the  average  value  of 
$4.42165  for  the  pound  sterling  during  1922  represents  an  avera.ge  price  of  $0.37  per 
dozen  for  all  imported  eggs.   Denmark  is  the  chief  souce  of  the  British  supply  having 
furnished  57,3-5,770  dozen,  or  42%  of  the  total  during  that  year.  Egypt  was  second 
with  12,595,900  dozen  or  9fo  and  China  third  with  10,570,860  dozen  or  7%.   The  average

1922  from  the  United  States  amounted  to  3,313,010  dozen  and  from  Canada  to  4,957,- 
290  dozen.
